FIRST-REACTION TO*APPOINTMENT OF 'GENERAL CLAY AS PRESIDENT'S'* 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE IN BERLIN HAS BEEN WIDESPREAD ENTHUSIASM 
TEMPERED BY QUESTIONS AS TO WHAT CLAY'S APPOINTMEFT MEANS ASIDE 
. FROM BEING AN EXCELLENT PSYCHOLOGICAL MOVE. IMMEDIATE EMPHASIS 
WAS PLACED ON DEFINITION OF CLAY'S POWERS: .COULD HE MAKE ON.
